The user 
calls up the exchange, the operator tells him

likes. We charge the drug stores no rent, 
and in some cases give them a commission 
on receipts.” 

Mr. Hibbard’s implied predictions of the 
ultimate popularity of the toll instrument do 
not agree with those of the druggists who 
were seen. One of the latter, whose store 
is in a residence locality, said: 

“I might as well be without a free direc- 
tory as a free telephone.

specify anything except the right of way 
should run north of the Baltimore and Ohio 
railroad tracks and from the State line to 
Whiting. It seemed to be a pretty plain 
steal, and when the Committee on Streets 
and Alleys of the City Council got hold of 
it Chairman Newell promptly laid it away in 
a pigeon-hole and waited. 


Another Grab in Sight. 


This Hammdnd City ordinance, by the 
way, was merely preparatory to another 
ordinance’ which it was arranged should 
come up before the Lake County Commis- 
sioners in December. This one grants to the 
steel company every foot of lake front from 
the State line to a point two miles east of the 
mouth of the Grand Calumet River, a total 
distance of nearly twenty miles. 

Unless the Hammond ordinance passes, 
however, the rest of the grab will fail, but 
if it should pass then the whole of the lake 
front goes too. However, there is a ques- 
tion whether, under Supreme Court de- 
cisions, part of the land, even in Hammond, 
does not belong to the State, and Mayor 
Mott and those with him said yesterday they 
were prepared to raise the question if neces- 
sary. The grant from the United States 
which made Indiana a State gave territory 
which extends out over nine miles into the 
lake, and if the Illinois Steel company should 
acquire the riparian rights there would he 
nothing, it is said, to prevent the filling in 
of the lake for those nine miles, thus giving 
it for nothing a nice little piece of land 180 
square miles in extent. There is nothing to 
prevent this, for the law as to natural and 
artificial accretions is said to be vague 
enough for the purposes of the most greedy 
land-grabber. It is freely asserted in Ham- 
mond that influences of a powerful kind 
have been brought to bear, and the word 
„poodle'“ is whispered by those who claim 
to know. 

When Chairman Newell got hold of the 
Hammond ordinance six months ago the 
Illinois Steel company was negotiating for 
the lease of the Corning steel plant. It 
leased that and operates it now. So it oc- 
curred to it it might be as well to take in 
Hammond on the side, especially as Mr. 
Newell showed no symptoms of activity with 
the ordinance in his hands. So a new ordi- 
nance was drawn and the committee asked 
to dispose of the one in its possession and 
pass the new one. 

Hammond's Streets in Danger. 

Last Tuesday, therefore, the original ordi- 
nance was reported and promptly tabled. 
Then Mr. Newell asked the new ordinance 
be referred to his committee. Up to this time 
it had been plain sailing. The Illinois Steel 
company wanted the Indiana lake front and 
said so. Now it wanted more. It owned a 
new steel works south of the city, and want- 
ed access to that and a einch“ on the city’s 
streets besides. So it presented an ordinance 
asking for not only the lake shore but prac- 
tically every street and alley in Hammond. 

Then it became evident some work had 
been done. Councilman George PF. C. New- 
man moved the new ordinance be referréd 
to his Committee on Law and Supervision. 
Mr. Newman found three Councilmen who 
never before have worked in harmony to 
back him up, and the result was a tie vote, 
which Mayor Fred R. Mott promptly decided 

against Mr. Newman. Then the ordinance 
was referred to Mr. Néwell’s committee.

Meetings of Organizations Under Auspices 
of University Creche Association. 
Under the auspices of the University Créche 
Association a meeting of representatives from 
similar charitable organizations was held
